County offices should be closed on 
Saturday mornings for the benefit 
if county employees, but should re­ 
main open until 8 p.m. for the 
oeneflt of Marin's commuting popu- 
*tlon, the board of supervisors de­ 
rided yesterday. 
An ordinance adopting the five- 
lay week recommended in the 
Kroeger report was passed by the 
board and will go into effect in 30 
lays. 
Hours established in the ordinance 
rere 8:45 am, to 5 pm. on Monday 
through Thursday and 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m. on Friday. 
The ordinance will not apply to 
the sheriff’s office, the fire depart­ 
ment, radio department, or to the 
county hospital and farm which the 
board decided should run on a 24- 
nour basis. 
Chairman T. Fred Bagshaw said 
the five day week was adopted on 
the recommendation of the Kroeger 
administrative report, which was re­ 
ceived by the board last week, and 
in order to bring Marin county in 
line with other counties. 
He further explained that com­ 
muters, who previously were able to 
do county business on Saturdays, 
would be able to get to the county 
courthouse before 8 pm. on Friday 
night. 
County Clerk George Jones added 
that banks, title companies and at­ 
torneys, all closely linked with 
county business, are on a five day 
week. He said he was sure the em­ 
ployees will be satisfied with Satur­ 
day morning off. 
The ordinance was adopted on the 
motion of S u p e r v i s o r George 
Whiteley which was seconded by 
Supervisor James Kehoe. 
Jones said one deputy would have 
to remain in his office until noon 
on Saturday to certify legal docu­ 
ments, but would do no other work. 


Mrs Estelle C. Close of Mill Valley, 
supen .sing principal, was appointed 
principal of Marin City school And 
Mrs. Edith Stoler, vice principal of 
Richardson Bay school, was named 
principal of that school and its 
annex. 
TO HIRE SUPERVISOR 
The board also decided to hire a 
general supervisor of instruction for 
the system and to consolidate ad­ 
ministration of Central and South 
schools under one principal, both 
as yet unhired. 
All three principals will be paid 
$4,600 per year. The supervisor of 
instruction will get $5,000 annually. 
The changes will not affect the 
position of Superintendent Clifton 
Boy?e, now serving in the second 
year of a four-year contract as ad­ 
ministrative chief of the system. 
All the changes were recommended 
in a report submitted last month 
by Dr. J. Paul Leonard, president 
of Sa Francisco State college, fol­ 
lowing a survey of the system. 
DUE IN SEPTEMBER 
In September, the Sausalito school 
system will be functioning for the 
first time since early in World 
War II with full-time principals 
administering its schools. Mrs. Close, 
as supervising principal, has been 
in administrative charge of all the 
schools with part-time vice prin­ 
cipals assisting her in each build­ 
ing. 
The changes voted by the school 
board caught everyone in the aud­ 
ience—including pro '*,nent mem­ 
bers of the Sausalito Citizens Com­ 
mittee for Education—by surprise. 
After the minutes had been ap­ 
proved, a letter from the committee 
was read which urged substantially 
the same changes embodied in the 
Leonard report 
NOT UNANIMOUS 
Rupert Kempf, board cr.airman, 
said the choice o# school administra­ 
tors was “not a unanimous decis­ 
ion." 


San Anselmo parents yester­ 
day felt the sharp teeth of their 
city’s anti-fireworks ordinance, 
as Judge Fred Crisp handed out 
two $25 fines and delivered a 
stern lecture on parental res­ 
ponsibility. 
Albert Vance of 78 Tamalpais 
road and Mrs. W. F. Rawlins Jr., 
of 9 Momingside drive were both 
given 24 hours in which to pay off 
their fines or face the possibility 
of jail sentences. 
“It is reprehensible to me that a 
parent would let his own son break 
down our laws,” Crisp said as both 
parents admitted that they were 
aware that their children had been 
shooting off the blacklisted fire­ 
crackers. 
Police Chief Don Wood quoted 
from state laws banning the pos­ 
session of fireworks and said: 
“This past Fourth of' July was 
the worst I have seen in my ,22 
years as police chief for deliberate 
violation of the ordinance. The 
citizens of this city are respons­ 
ible for law violations, for the police 
force and courts are but mediums 
to carry out the wishes and laws 
massed by representatives of the 
citizens. It is high time the citizens 
of this community cooperated in up­ 
holding law and order.’* 
Judge Crisp then docked Robert 
Cockran of San Francisco $50 for 
speeding and throwing firecrackers 
from a moving car. Charles Hug of 
15 Durham road, San .Anselmo, was 
let off after he convinced Crisp that 
his son had been shooting fireworks 
without his knowledge.

ment of their' property was too high. 
Mrs. Zimmer told the board their 
objection was based on the value 
placed by Hall’s office on surround­ 
ing property.

At the outset of the talks Vice 
Adm. O. Turner Joy, head of the 
five man U. N. delegation, announ­ 
ced discussions would toe restricted 
to military matters in Korea. He 
said the Allies would not talk about 
anything else—no politics, no econ­ 
omics, no military affairs elsewhere. 
NEWSMEN LATER 
Allied war correspondents were 
not permitted in Kaesong. They 
will not be allowed to go Wednes­ 
day, either, as planned earlier. 
Brig, Gen. Frank Allen, chief of 
information, announced that plans 
to send 16 correspondents to Kae­ 
song Wednesday were cancelled be­ 
cause General Ridgway “will do 
nothing to jeopardize the success 
of the conference.” 
He said newsmen would be sent 
to Kaesong “after the conference 
is on the track and there is assur­ 
ance it will stay on the track.” 
The report on Tuesday’s sessions 
was given to the press by an Army 
officer who had not been at the 
four-hour Kaesong meetings. 
He said Communists had designat­ 
ed a “United Nations house” in the 
war-ravaged city for the use of 
U. N. delegates. 
The Allies returned Tuesday night 
by helicopter to their “peace camp” 
4 at Munsan without comment, 
MET BY JEEPS 
When they arived in Kaesong 
in the morning, the briefing officer 
said, the U. N. officers were met 
by American jeeps which preced­ 
ed them there. 
Helicopter pilots had reported the 
delegation was met toy 15 jeep loads 
of Chinese, including some bearing 
side arms. They said armed Chi­ 
nese stood guard around the field 
where the helicopters were parked 
throughout the day. 
The briefing officer said the Am­ 
erican jeeps carried the U. N.’s two 
admirals and three generals to U. N. 
house. They traveled under arm­ 
ed Communist escort. 
As the briefing officer was mak­ 
ing his report the North Korean 
Communist radio at Pyongyang said 
that withdrawal of all foreign troops 
was one of the conditions for peace­ 
ful settlement Óf the Korean war. 
The Red radio said eventual solu­ 
tion of the Korean problem should 
be left to the Koreart people them­ 
selves, RESTRICTED TALK 
However, the Kaesong talks, as the 
U. N. viewpoint was outlined by 
Admiral Joy, will be restricted en­ 
tirely to military matters. 
In his opening statement he call­ 
ed on the five Red generals to 
show good faith in the negotiations 
and pledged the U. N. delegation 
would do the same. This, the ad­ 
miral sad, would generate an “at­ 
mosphere of confidence.” 
“In such an atmosphere,” he said, 
“there is every reason to hope for 
success.” 
And he set strict limits to the 
subjects of discussion. Joy said 
the .Allies want a stable peace but 
under no circumstances will they 
talk about: 
1. “Political and economic mat­ 
ters of any kind.” That includes

WASHINGTON, July 5— TAP)— 
The Petroleum Administration for 
Defense (PAD) said today It has 
drafted a tentative nationwide order 
to bar installation of new equip­ 
ment using natural gas for heating 
homes and other buildings. 


Deputy Petroleum Administrator 
Bruce K. Brown said the order 
may be used to limit the con­ 
sumption of natural gas in order 
to protect present customers and 
assure adequate supplies for defense 
needs. 


Brown said the tentative order 
would bar suppliers after a given 
date from providing gas to:

Senate Hears 


Of Reds 


In Voice 'Cast 


WASHINGTON ( J f ) — Senate in­ 
vestigators reportedly cocked an eye 
at a State Department office in New 
York today in checking charges that 
Red sympathizers have infiltrated 
the “Voice of America." 
Senator McCarran (D-Nev) said 
these charges about the govern­ 
ment’s radio program were made 
yesterday at a closed hearing con­ 
ducted by two Senate groups he 
heads. He declined to name the wit­ 
nesses who made them, but said in 
his opinion there was “no doubt" 
their testimony was: correct. 
Officials of the State Department 
were not available for immediate 
comment. 
But two other senators, who asked 
that their names not be used, de­ 
scribed the testimony as “hearsay" 
which they said would have to be 
checked further before * any con­ 
clusions could be reached. 
One of these lawmakers said, the 
charges dealt mostly with the State 
Department’s New York “Voice of 
America" office. 
“The testimony 
warrants a good look at what’s going 
on in that office,” he said. 
One of the Senate groups con­ 
cerned is a judiciary subcommittee 
on internal security. The other is 
an 
appropriations 
subcommittee 
which passes on State Department 
funds—including money for “Voice 
of America" broadcasts. 
Those broadcasts are designed to 
counteract the propaganda of Rus­ 
sia and its satellites, and to tell 
the people of Communist nations 
about the democratic 'way of life. 
McCarran told reporters the testi­ 
mony the two subcommittees re­ 
ceived “may be justification for a 
very radical cut" in the $115,000,000 
the State Department is seeking to 
finance its educational .programs 
this fiscal year. The “voice" broad­ 
casts are a part of that operation. 
The internal security subcommit­ 
tee’s staff is known to have done 
considerable investigating in the 
New York area in the last few 
months. The subcommittee, set up 
by the Senate early this year, has 
held no public hearings. 


The United States has submitted 
the major wartime Pacific allies 
5,500-word revised draft of a 
proposed “peace of reconciliation” 
expected to be signed in two months 
with few changes.

the U.S. and Britain worked out by 
Ambassador John Foster Dulles in 
recent conferences at London, and 
negotiations on the Philippine de­ 
mand for reparations. 


CAPACITY TO PAY 
It rules out reparations as such 
on grounds Japan does not have 'the 
capacity, to pay. The treaty, how­ 
ever, requires Japan to negotiate 
p o s s i b l e compensation for the 
Philippines 
and 
other 
occupied 
countries by making available Japa­ 
nese industrial skills and services. ' 
In major outline the text follows 
the 
pattern of tentative drafts 
which Dulles and the other negotia­ 
tors have had under consideration 
for months. It is a document of 
seven major chapters and 27 ar­ 
ticles, with the addition of two for­ 
mal declarations by which Japan 
agrees to recognize the validity of a 
long series of international treaties. 
The treaty will dear the way for 
the projected 
separate pact by 
which the United States plans to 
retain troops in Japan and bases | 
nearby, with Japanese consent. • 
It calls for the withdrawal of “all 
occupation forces of the Allied 
powers" within 99 days after the 
treaty becomes effective, but per­ 
mits the “stationing or retention of 
foreign armed forces in Japanese 
territory under or in consequence of 
any bi-lateral or multi-lateral agree­ 
ments which have been or may be 
made between one or more of the 
Allied powers, on the one hand, and 
Japan on the other." 


NO RUSSIAN VETO 
’ The proposed treaty would come 
into force when ratified by Japan 
and a majority of 14 other coun­ 
tries, including the United States. 
The others named are Australia, 
Burma, Canada, Ceylon, France, 
India, Indonesia, the Netherlands, i 
New Zealand, Pakistan the Philip­ 
pines, United Kingdom, and Soviet 
Russia. 
Thus Russia would be deprived of 
a veto which Moscow has been de­ 
manding in vainly urging a Pacific 
treaty drafted by the big powers 
alone... 'It Is considered doubtful, also 
that India will sign, but the others 
are expected to go along.

MATTER OF FACT 


Tuesday July 10, 1951 


Soon to be circulated in Marin county, if it 
hasn’t already, is a petition for a referendum 
on the recently enacted law exempting front 
taxation non-profit, non-tax supported private 
elementary and secondary schools of all denom­ 
inations, including Catholic schools. 
You will be asked to sign this petition by a 
professional petition circulator and in all like­ 
lihood you. will be told that the referendum#, 
if passed, will repeal a law which will saddle 
a lot of extra taxes on taxpayers. You will 
also probably be told that the California Tax­ 
payers Alliance is in back of this referendum, 
an organization formed for the purpose of 
protecting taxpayers. 
Their story is a fetching one and quite 
attractive on the facts given, but from the cir­ 
culators you will not hear all the facts in the 
case, something we shall proceed to give you 
so that you’ll be informed on the matter. 
The bill passed almost unanimously in the 
recent session of the Legislature and signed by 
Governor Earl Warren, is the Waters Bill 
(AB 3383) and was long overdue since every 
state in the union exempts non-profit, non tax 
supported private grammar and high schools, 
except California, and has for years. 
Actual amount to be lost to the state in 
taxes is approximately $600,000 which, in these 
days of billion dollar budgets, is hardly a 
drop in the bucket as far as the state of Cali­ 
fornia is concerned. 
There are 165,000 students attending these 
private schools throughout the state for which 
the parents foot the bills, and not the tax­ 
payers. But if these 165,000 were suddenly 
loosened on public schools, it would require « 
4,000 additional teachers and add to the pres­ 
ent school budget each year for maintenance, 
administration and teaching, approximately 
$43,000,000. 
Providing, of course, that present accommo­ 
dations in our grade and high schools are suf­ 
ficient to care for these 165,000 extra students*. 
There are not enough facilities, nor teachers, 
as we all know, and so if the state and school 
districts set out to acquire or build these 
accommodations it would call for an additional 
capital outlay of $150,000,000. These figures 


“These private schools,**' Senator Powers 
said in backing the Waters bill, “take a great 
load off the public school system. That’s why 
this bill is so important to the entire public 
and not just to the schools alone.” 
As to the California Taxpayers Alliance, it 
.was organized in 1933 to oppose an initiative 
to free non-profit schools from taxation. Since 
that time it has remained dormant until its 
reactivation at the present time. 
It’s representative appeared before hearings 
in Sacramento when the Waters Bill was being 
considered in committee.

Assemblyman Waters observed at the time 
that several other bills embodying tax exemp­ 
tions had been before committees of the 
California Legislature which the California 
Taxpayers Alliance did not see fit to oppose. 
Such bills included exemptions, among others, 
for fishing boats and stud horses. 
We believe this to be a question of justice 
and not one weighing the relative merits of 
private and public schools. It really is unfair 
to ask parents who save the state $43,000,000 
a year by providing their own schools, to pay 
taxes on these institutions. And therefore we 
suggest that you refuse to sign the petition 
for a referendum of the Waters Bill (AB 3383).

What Can Be Done To Bring Ethics 
Into Dealinas Of Gov't Officials?

WASHINGTON m — A hardy 
little band of senators, armed with 
good Intentions have set out to ex­ 
plore a strange and shadowy land 
called “Ethics in Government.* 
It’s a land where, behind the 
ccenes, there are booby traps like 
cocktail parties; some of the na­ 
tives shouldn't but do accept fa­ 
vors for favors granted: threats 
are made; and the law can be bent 
without breaking. 
The senators .are looking for a 
special kind of medicine—ethical 
standards? they call it—which can 
be used to strengthen the moral 
backbone of those who work for 
the government or do business 
with it. 
THIS UNUSUAL JOURNEY be­ 
gan in the head of Senator Pul- 
bright, Arkansas Democrat, some 
months ago when he was digging 
Into the doings of the RFC, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora­ 
tion. 
On March 27 he got up on the 
Senate floor, making a speech and 
a suggestion: “In making this sug­ 
gestion I am quit* prepared to be 
dubbed naive. It will not be the 
first time . . . to expect or even 
hope for in improvement in the 
i 


moral climate of Washington is, 
in the eyes of the boys who know, 
I am sure, thoroughly Utopian* 
He suggested Congress create a 
commission of prominent citizens 
to study and make recommenda­ 
tions—a code of ethics—for im­ 
provement in the moral standards 
of members of Congress, those who 
work in government departments, 
and people doing business with 
congress or the departments. 
Congress, which has never shown 
enthusiasm for outside suggestions 
on how to improve itself, received 
with something less than cheers 
the Fulbright suggestion that a 
commission of outsiders could pre­ 
scribe a moral code for Congress. 
BUT THE IDEA LANDED in the 
lap of the Senate's labor committee 
which then told a subcommittee- 
headed by Senator Douglas, Illinois 
Democrat—to look Into the sugges­ 
tion. Now Douglas’ little group has 
started to work. 
For about 15 days it has listened 
to the views of 20 or 25 prominent 
men on whether they think there’s 
truly a need for such a commis­ 
sion and code of conduct. Now it 
'Will be' up to the subcommittee to' 
decide whether it thjnks the idea 
is good.

approves, the commission can t be 
set up unless the full labor com­ 
mittee and then both houses of 
Congress approve. So creation of 
the commission, if it ever is cre­ 
ated, is still quite a distance away. 
In the end Congress may say “Uh, 
huh,* and forget the whole thing. 
Douglas, though, is in full sym­ 
pathy with Fulbright’s thinking on 
this. In the end, any code of ethics 
or moral conduct, recommended by 
the commission and adopted by 
Congress, would hardly be law in 
the sense that, it carried criminal 
penalties for violation, Without 
penalties, what effect could it 
have? 
DOUGLAS 'THINKS the effect 
would be good: It would set up 
standards for legislators, govern­ 
ment officials, and those r’ ’tog 
with the government would *now 
what was expected of them. And 
they- would be standards by which 
the public could judge all three 
groups. 
There is a code of ethics sur­ 
rounding court judges. The parties 
in a case are supposed never to 
discuss it with the judge outside 
of court and he’s expected to de­ 
cide a case on the evidence, not on 
friendship or favors. He’s not sup­ 
posed to accept favors from people 
involved in a case before him. 
There’s no such code in govem- 
men^dealings. Yet officials in gov­ 
ernment agencies sit as judges, 
making decisions involving millions 
of people and much money. For 
example: government loans, hous­ 
ing, radio, television, railroads, 
electric power, the stock exchange, 
veterans. 
* 
IT MAY NOT BREAK a law 
when a government official is 
given a big job—or a free trip, or 
a free week at a hotel, or a gift— 
shortly after making a decision 
favoring some firm or helping it 
get something it wanted. But is 
that kind of conduct moral? Is it 
morally right for an official, who 
has to make a decision involving 
some firm, to listen to a lobbyist 
from that firm in some outside 
place, like a cocktail party? And 
what of businessmen who try to 
influence government oficiáis or 
congressmen by pressure or favors? 
And is it morally right for a con­ 
gressman to threaten a govern­ 
ment employee if he doesn’t come 
through with a favor far the con­ 
gressman or one of his friends? 
And a member of Congress may be 
violating no law if he gets jobs for 
friends or relatives in some firm 
he’s helped, but is that ethical? 


BELGRADE—After many make­ 
shifts, the question of what to do 
about Yugoslavia is evidently being 
faced at last in Washington. Warn­ 
ing of grave danger of war, the 
Yugoslav Chief of Staff, Gen. 
Koca Popovic, has asked for a 
massive grant of American mili­ 
tary equipment. A substantial pro­ 
gram of additional 'economic aid 
for Yugoslavia is also being dis­ 
cussed. 
These two parallel efforts to 
strengthen Yugoslavia are likely 
to cost several hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars, which can hardly 
be asked of Congress without a 
major -policy decision. Moreover, 
the vital aims program is also 
likely to raise issues of priorities 
as between Yugoslavia and West­ 
ern Europe, which may bring our 
other allies into the debate. 
The first reason for resolving the 
argument in Yugoslavia’s favor is 
very simple indeed. There is no 
cheaper way of buying insurance 
against an early war starting in 
Europe. 
AT PRESENT, AS HAS been 
suggested in previous reports in 
this space, the future danger here 
must be regarded as very great. 
This country is a center of heresy, 
which the Masters of the Kremlin 
long to stamp out. It is also a 
strategically vital position. ThCf 
conquest of Yugoslavia will neu­ 
tralize the Greek and Turkish 
armies, will frighten, the Middle 
East into Soviet arms, bring down 
the existing Italian government, 
and will destroy the whole western 
position in the Mediterranean. For 
these reasons, to short, conquest 
here will put the Kremlin three 
quarters of the way along the road 
to conquering Western Europe. 
Furthermore, the Masters of the 
Kremlin must at present believe 
that this great prize can shortly 
be seized with relative ease and 
safety. The Soviet intelligence, 
which invariably lies to its masters 
on these subjects is certainly tell­ 
ing the Krejnlin that the Yugo­ 
slav Army Is weak and that the 
masses are dissatisfied. The sur­ 
rounding satellites are building up 
great military strength. What 
could be more tempting, then, than 
to try for a quick attack on Yugo­ 
slavia by Bulgaria, Romania and 
Hungary, with the hope of finish­ 
ing the job while London and 
Washington and Paris were wring­ 
ing their hands and the United 
Nations was debating the crisis? 
IT IS ALL TOO LIKELY that 
this, is the way the .Kremlin .sees 
the matter. The tremendous ef­ 
forts the Russians are making to 
divide and paralyze the Western 
alliance are. dearly Intended to 
open the way for new moves. The 
massive rearmament of the satel­ 
lites is also clearly preparatory. 
Next spring, when the maximum 
benefit has been won from the at­ 
tacks on Western unity, and when 
the satellite rearmament has been 
completed, will be the time of dan­ 
ger. And the place of danger wilt 
be here in Yugoslavia. If this an­ 
alysis is correct, there is not much 
time left to make the Kremlin see 
the matter to a different light. 


One easy way to change the 
Kremlin's mind, of course, would 
be for London and Washington to 
make it very clear indeed to Mos­ 
cow that they no longer see any 
difference between Soviet aggres­ 
sion by proxy and Soviet aggres­ 
sion. But this bold step will cer­ 
tainly be impossible unless there 
is a change of government to Lon­ 
don. 'There are even reason to# 
suspect that the present Labor 
cabinet, besides being unwilling to 
state its intentions in advance, 
might seek to treat a satellite at­ 
tack on Yugoslavia as a “local in­ 
cident” when actually confronted 
with the challenge. 
IN THESE PERILOUS circum­ 
stances, the chance of an attack 
on Yugoslavia can only be reduced 
by strengthening Yugoslavia by all 
means possible and as rapidly as 
possible. Thus the Kremlin may 
lose hope of a§ easy conquest; may 
see the risk that a long local war 
will turn into a world war, and 
may hold its hand. Thus, to short, 
the greatest single danger to Eu­ 
rope today can be fairly effectively 
guarded against. 
But there is another, non-local 
reason for the heavy investment 
in Yugoslavia that is now proposed 
in Washington. In the simplest 
terms:, we have embarked upon a 
great and costly effort to build up 
military power on our side of the 
iron curtain. Naturally we want 
the best possible return on our 
money and resources. From this 
viewpoint, also, Yugoslavia offers 
a remarkably good bargain. 
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WHAT OUR READERS SAY 


THE FIGHTING QUALITIES of 
the people are attested by their 
bloody and courageous history. 
They now have thirty-two divi­ 
sions, which American officers, 
who have seen the Yugoslav Army 
at dose range, rate very high to 
quality, both as to morale and as 
to' training. 'Their only weakness 
is In equipment, and especially in 
the heavy equipment they have 
been enable to obtain since their 
break with the Kremlin. Marshal 
Tito has declared that his. country 
will enter the war, and these divi­ 
sions will come into play against 
the enemy, to the event of Soviet 
aggression anywhere to , Europe. 
And this force lies squarely on the 
vulnerable flank of the Soviet em­ 
pire. 
It is only necessary to compare 
the investment needed here with 
the gigantic investment that is be­ 
ing made, to bring into being at a 
time very far In the future a Euro­ 
pean army not much larger than 
the army of Yugoslavia. It is only 
necessary to consider how much 
cheaper it is to buy strength here 
than It is, for example, in France. 
It is only necessary to realize that 
this strength in Yugoslavia can, 
relatively speaking, be created al­ 
most overnight. All these consider­ 
ations point to the conclusion that 
we ought to have our heads exam­ 
ined, if we do not jump at the op­ 
portunity offered us here. Let us 
for once be quick and businesslike 
about our policy, and do what is 
obviously sensible without too 
much argument or delay.

San Rafael is a pretty slow town 
for its size; like some others in 
northern California; but it is 
pretty fast in catching onto all 
of the little rackets to extract 
money and to be annoying to the 
public that needs more of help and 
less of hindrance. 
No self-respecting American 
wishes to go crying to the police 
for relief when he should not have 
been interfered tkith in the first 
place. Your cops, due to the in­ 
structions of overanxious city func­ 
tionaries out for more revenue, are 
too officious. This applies also to 
some other towns and cities not 
far away. Not. long ago I saw a car 
owner getting a ticket for parking 
by day in front of a local theater 
that did not open till six. Because 
it is not practical to have the 
meters at such .a place, then the 
whole day must be lost to the 
able for the planned extension of 
natural, gas pipelines. 
THIS SHORTAGE OF STEEL 
pipe cannot be laid to the steel 
companies, however, since their 
output is now thoroughly control­ 
led and allocated by NPA's con­ 
trolled materials plan.

Sen Rafael might try this op­ 
posite way and make a name for 
itself. It could be harmonious and 
delightful.

Civil Defense volunteers are're­ 
quired by state law to take the loy­ 
alty oath.
